Daily Newa gives the following 
partionlars of this disavtor:—Tho, steamer Hot- 
hoa, Captain Vardon, from Swatow, arrived at 
Woowng on the night of the 28th Muy, aod at 
hor-whart next morning .ind reported the stratd- 
ing of the Indo-China. 8. N. Co.’s steamer Po- 
sang, Captain Ervine, Bom Hongkoug to Shang- 
haivi4 Swatow, The Posang loft Swatow about 
two hours ahead of tho Hothow, but the latter 
vossol appears ta‘ have mado batter time, for off, 
the Flaeshins the ‘Posang was only a little way 
mhead, A for having seb in, the Jfothow anchor. 
ed 8.8.W. of Tongting éronr 1.30 a.m. to 10.30 
a.ta.‘on the 27th, Sho thon.mode for Stoop Is.
